ORDINANCE NO. 60

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING OR­ 
DINANCE NO. 10 OF THE CITY 
OF TORRANCE.
The Board of Trustees of the 

City of Torranoe do ordain aa fol­ 
lows:

SECTION I.
Paragraph third of Section 109 

of Ordinance No. 10 is hereby 
amended to read as follows:

Public streets and sidewalks may 
be partially occupied or obstructed 
In connection with building opera­ 
tions as specifled'-ln thrs-Ordinan-ce 
only after there has been deposited 
with the City Clerk the sum of 
Twenty Dollars ($20.001 as a bond 
to insure the removal and cleaning 
up of all materials or debris on 
any such street, sidewalk or park­ 
ing space within five (5) days 
after material of the class so stored 
shall cease to be used in the build­ 
ing for which such material was 
supplied; and if such material or 
debris is not entirely removed 
within such time, same shall be 
removed by the Street Superintend­ 
ent and the charges for removal 
shall be deducted from the Twenty 
Dollars ($20.00) so deposited, and 
the remainder shall be returned to 
the party paying same upon the 
completion of said building opera­ 
tions and removal of said material 
and debris. It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation 
to occupy or obstruct any portion 
of any street, alley or sidewalk in 
any other manner or to any greater 
extent than is allowed by this Or­ 
dinance without first obtaining a 
permit therefor. Such permit may 
be issued by the Street Superin­ 
tendent upon application therefor 
In writing, and shall be accom- 
paflled by the building permit for 
the building operations proposed. 
Such permit from the Street Su­ 
perintendent shall describe in de­ 
tail the privileges granted when at 
variance with this Ordinance.

The City Clerk shall certify tr

Meat and Fish Market.
Bakery.
Grocery and retailing of any food 

stuffs.
Creamery.
Selling milk from three or more 

cows.
Selling ice.
Selling Water for drinking pur­ 

poses.
Drug Store.
Selling Tobaccos, Cigars and Cig­ 

arettes.
General Mercantile Business, not 

including selling of food stuffs.
Dry Goods and Haberdashery 

Store.
Selling Hardware and . building 

supplies not including lumber.

this Ordinance to be any block 
which is built up with houses an 
average distance apart of^Qpe Hun­ 
dred (100) feet or less. 

SECTION III. "
The City Clerk shall certify to 

the adoption of this Ordinance and 
shall cause the same to be pub­ 
lished once in the Torrance Herald, 
a weekly newspaper published and 
circulated in said City of Torrance 
and hereby designated for that pur­ 
pose, and thereupon and thereafter 
this Ordinance shall be In full 
force and effect.
